He had In Ills keeping a key to the 
tower under which tho tunnel was 
found, and the warden Imagined a 
east had been made of It. and other 
keys given the principals In the plot. 
Bussell, who was a trusted m an,was at 
once deprived of all Ids privileges, and 
th e officials set alniut to find the 
leaders.
